OF FARM BUREAU 
RE-NAMED; 1938 
BUSINESS GAINS 


Members of the Adams County 


Farm Bureau association, gathered 
for their fifth annual meeting Fri- 
day evening in Brua chapel on Get- 
tysburg college campus, examined 
officers' reports on the growth of 
their $100,000-a-year business and 
re-elected four retiring directors for 
terms of three years each. About 
100 farmers and their wives attend- 
ed with President F. A Waybright, 
Gettysburg, presiding. 


The annual report of G. Marion 


Stambaugh, manager for the asso- 
ciation. showed a marked increase in 
the volume of sales in many depart- 
ments last year over 1937; a 10 per 
cent increase in the number of 
patrons served, and a 13 per cent 
growth in the number of stockhold- 
ers while the net worth of the as- 
sociation mounted by nine per cent. 


The principal address was deliv- 


ered by O. H. Benson, Guernsey, na- 
ional director of rural scouting and 
founder of 4-H club work. He talk- 
ed on "The Future of American Ag- 
riculture" and predicted that agri- 
culture will continue as a leading 
industry in this nation if farmers 
will develop the co-operative move- 
ment _"to the nth degree."

Available After 


Ship's 1st Flight 


Washington, Feb. 18 (AP) — How 


long is a secret military airplane 
secret? 


Only unUl its first flight, Major 


General H. H. Arnold, chief of the 
Army air corps, told the senate 
military committee. 


He explained: 
"Once it goes on the airdrome for 


flight tests, any one can take a 
photograph. There is no way to 
stop them if they have a telephoto 
lens. 


"And from that photograph, with 


a knowledge of the engines in there, 
they can come pretty close to figur- 
ing out the actual performance of 
that aircraft, no matter how secret 
we want to make it 


"And 
they also can get from those 


same photographs a certain amount 
of information relative to the type 
of construction, which may have 
been a secret; the ratio between the 
wing spread and the cord (wing 
width;; and the size and the shape 
of the elevators and the shape of 
the fuselage. 


"All those things are what go to

Inflexible Prices 


Held Barring Recovery 


DCS Moines, la, Feb. 18 (AP)— 


Speakers at the third annual farm 
institute today branded as deterents 
to economic recovery what they 
termed inflexibility of industrial 
prices and wages as compared with 
the wide range of agricultural prices 


Edward A. O'Neal, president of

On his return .to,the 
seat of government, then located 
at 
Philadelphia,

On 
the night of July I h"3 was in 
Taneytown and after spending, the 
night, there he, on July 2 for. the 
second timev set - foot on Adams 
county soil, although at that .time 
it- was still a part of York county. 
He arrived at York about 2 p. m.
